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AFTER THE MASSACRE are from Liverpool and 
formed in 2003. They released a demo and toured 
Germany in 2005. The band have recently released a 
debut album on SOA Records and are currently 
planning a European tour. The interview 
conducted via myspace late 2006. 

Can you give us some history to the band? How 
did AFTER THE MASSACRE come about? Who 
play’s what? 

Mikey - AFTER THE MASSACRE started around 
halfway through 2003 with me (Mikey] on guitar Pete 
on bass and Melatov [vocals] we had another drummer 
then and Kate [vocals] and Alex [drums] hadn’t joined 
yet We basically started out after mine and Mel’s other 
band state terror split up. Me and Pete had been 
playing together in a side project to state terror 
originally called after the massacre wanting to play 
some kind of power violence / hardcore type stuff 
since I was already playing in a crust band, but that 
band soon fell apart too after the guitarist left So we 
basically picked up the pieces of both bands and put 
them together like Frankenstein and created the 
monster that is now basically after the massacre, then 
we had more drummer troubles when the drummer we 
had at the time didn’t turn up to an important gig, I 
had been organizing a few gigs in Liverpool at the time 
and it happened to be REMAINS OF THE DAY from 
Portland U.S.A. and KEITZER from Germany and the 
unhealthy a local band I went on to sing in for a while. 
So that’s were we met atrocious Alex, his English was 
still a little rusty then and he couldn’t understand my 
thick scouse accent so well and my Greeks rubbish so 
his brother translated for us. The funny thing is that 
one of the first things he said was do you know any 
bands who need a drummer. To cut a long story short I 
called him up and he turned up to practice, to be 
honest he was pretty much in the band a soon as he sat 
on the stool, because we new his heart was in die right 
place, he liked hardcore. Most people we had in the 
bands before didn’t have a fucking clue. So we got 
' together a few songs and started playing gigs straight 
away played a few places in the U.K. recorded our 
demo and went out and played a few shows in 
Germany Sept 2005. Came back leamt to play and got 
better songs together and recorded an album, which is 
being released on CD by S.O.A. records from Italy, it | 
should be out by the time your reading this. 

How would you describe AFTER THE 
MASSACRE’S sound? When you started did you 
have a set idea on how the band should sound? 
Did you always plan to have dual female vocals? 
Mikey - Gloomy, harsh apocalyptic hardcore crust 
punk death rock ha ha. there was no real set idea 
really because we could hardly play our instruments 
when we started out, so we were more concerned with 
that more than anything, just staying in time and not | 
falling over drunk came first Everybody just said we 


sounded like extreme noise terror at first The only set 
idea was that it had to be fucking angry as hell, it’s 
more of a feeling than a sound, a pure reaction against 
the shit that’s chucked, at us everyday. We all agree we 
were against the state and it’s fucked up dirty games, 
the police, the military and all the fucking institutions 
that guide our lives and our world into meaningless 
black holes. I don’t understand why we let these 
fucking bastards get away with it, did we all sign 
contracts at birth agreeing to do there bidding to play 
there game, I don’t fucking think so. on the other hand, 
and I’m going off subject a bit here, but were pissed off 
at the shit that gets passed off as hardcore punk these 
days that’s one of the tilings that drives us. A total hate 
for fucking lame melodic epitaph style dogshit churned 
out for young impressionable minds, its pre packaged 
rebellion and it just don’t fucking cut it for us, its just 
straight off the conveyor belt safe radio friendly bubble 
gum rock non punk non hardcore. But yes we later 
developed a darker sound of our own and started to 
just rock out a little bit more other than just grinding 2 
minute blasts of noise. Some people think we have a 
Scandinavian sound some think we sound Japanese 
some people say it’s just like old U.K. crust like doom 
and so on, I guess we just chuck a bunch of shit we like 
together, ill leave it up to the punks to decided, no 
there was no plan for duel vocals at all, even though me 
and Mel had been in a band called disabuse mankind 
doing that before we didn’t really think about it until 
Kate came along, we met Kate at a gig I put on for 
atrocious madness and disorder with my old band state 
terror, Kate had been living in the states and it was the 
first show she had been to here, so we made friends 
with her and then she disappeared back to the states 
again by the time she got back state terror was on its 
way out. She came and saw ATM a few times, the 
decided she really wanted to try and sing on one of our 
tracks because she really loved the song, I had already 
noticed she had some crazy ass deep vocals from when 
she would just run up to me drunk and start grunting 
something or other ha ha ha. So we asked her to come 
to practice to see if she could cut it We pretty much 
decided that she was in the band soon as she started 
growling like a werewolf being mangled by lawnmower. 
Alex - For me it was a little bit strange at first cause 
I’ve never been in a band with female vocals before 
(my previous band back home, NUCLEAR SURVIVE 
was all male vocals) but I adapted really quick, it was a 
whole new experience, and it turned out realty welL 
The sheer brutality that comes out of the girls voices 
was just the perfect match with the music. 
Mel - I just wanted it to be as angry as possible there it 
wasn’t an option for it to be half arsed. We are all really 
angry and passionate people and I think that comes 
across in the music . One of die reasons that Kate got 
| in the band was cos she’d always come up to me and 
start singing the chorus’s of our songs to me, so I said 



















to her you wanna join? Come to a practice and show us 
what you can do, and she come, she showed us and the | 
rest is history. 

Kate -Yeah 1 remember that gig. I'd been having a 
pretty shit time and was off to go see ATM play. I'd 
been looking forward to seeing them play for ages and 
they all waited till I got there before they started playing I 
even though they were on first and I was late. 1 ran up 
to Mel afterwardls and was like 'ARGHHHHHHH I’ve 
got to sing on one of your songs!!* 'Hie rest is history! 
I've got a really deep voice anyway so it's easier for me 
to growl and shout quite deep and like Mel 1 didn’t 
| want it to me half arsed. Coz Mel’s voice is so different f 
to mine I think we compliment each other quite well. 
As Mikey once put it, she’s die punk vocals of ATM I 
and I’m the metal! 

Why the name AFTER THE MASSACRE? Have 
you had any problems or confusion with the 
American AFTER THE MASSACRE? 

Mikey - Why the name, well why not, its crust as fuck 
ha ha. No problems really just the odd email off some 
random American kid telling me “oh dude like your 
7” the end is totally rad” and I’m like sorry mate I’m 
glad you liked that record but were from England and 
we sound much better ha ha no just kidding!. There’s 
been talk of us doing a split 7”with them, so were 
pretty friendly with them anyway, and if diere is a 
problem we all have A.T.M. tattoos were all fucking 
branded for life with it, so get used to it yanks we own 
the name ha ha. 

| Mel - We started with the name in about 2003 and 


didn’t even realize there was another band using the 
name until we tried to set up a website. By that stage 
we felt that we liked the name to much to change it and 
just hoped that it wouldn’t be a problem. We have the 
logo so if it does become a problem we’ll just start 
using that. We’ll be symbol the band formally known as 
after the massacre (like prince ha ha) 

Kate - Ha ha the tattoos are pretty funny. We got them 
I at the end of our Germany tour to mark our first tour 
abroad. They’re all faded as fuck and pretty scummy 
but they represent us pretty well. We’re all stuck with 
ATM now for the rest of our lives!! 

I Who writes the lyrics? What inspires the lyric 
writing? 

Mikey - I write a lot, 1 can’t stop, I probably write 90% I 
of the lyrics. I turn on the news and there it is right in 
front of me another 100 to 200 dead in Iraq, today- 
thousand dying of aids in Africa, war, people starving I 
world wide, pollution, global warming, the constant 
I threats of nuclear annihilation, police brutality, 
multinational companies, religious zealots, poor people 
being taxed to pay for bombs to drop bombs on other 
I poor people who are no different to themselves, poor 
people being sent to war to kill other poor people, it I 
just goes on and on and on in a never ending cycle of 
| death and destruction, whilst fucking bush n Blair sit in 
there ivory towers pissing out there never ending lies 
I out on a mostly apathetic public to busy worrying I 
about fashion and the next Hollywood film to see 
what’s going on in front of there eyes, its all absolute 
madness, the fact I can sit in my nice little flat and 


drink a cold beer whilst watch people being blown to 
pieces on the news makes me fucking sick, why then 
hell do we get it so easy?? are our lives somehow worth | 
more???, are we more human, no! I think not 
Alex - I write a little bit of lyrics some times, involving I 
mosdy political issues as well as social. Most of them 
were written way back when I use to play and write j 
lyrics for a speed-thrash band (CHAOTIC 
DISASTER) back home. 

Kate - I’ve wrote a few lyrics here and there too. I 
wasn't able to for ages as 1 doing a degree but I’m 
finished now so whenever I get free time its writing 
about the bollocks thats goes on in this twisted fucked 
up society we live in. I'm also a feminist so tend to 
write about die shit that women have to face on a | 
personal and social basis. 

What are some of the issues you talk about in your I 
songs? 

Mikey - The dark side of life, our collective mental I 
health, the ongoing onslaught of mankind and the utter 
destruction and despair it leaves in its wake. The 
human spirit being tom to shreds mosdy in the form of 
war, I think it’s the saddest thing we can do to each 
other and yet were still killing each other over nothing. 
Whether it be over oil and defense contracts in Iraq or 
some kid on a council estate stabbing another kid for 
his mobile phone, violence is violence. It’s just all total 
greed that drives people. I’m so fucking sick and tired 
of the capitalist system of survival of the fittest, people 
bombarded with media lies, peoples violence towards 
each other being driven by The fear of being left on the 
scrapheap of being poor and unwanted, so we 
surround ourselves with piles of junk we don’t need to 
make us feel better about our powerless lives, now 
everybody has debt up there eyeballs, your owned by 
the banks, the banks fund the war. The fact that most 
people just fall for the states bullshit every fucking day 
and don’t even blink an eye. We don’t pretend for a 
second to have the answers to the worlds problems, we 
just talk about what we see, we don’t want to tell 
people what to do, were not politicians, were punks!!! 
Make up your own fucking mind. 

Can you tell us about your debut album? How did I 
you get involved with SOA Records? Any plans to 
release it on vinyl? 

Mikey - Well I had been sending a few CDr copies of I 
the album out and emailing labels for two or three [ 
months trying to find a home for die album and was 
getting back a few nice comments about the music but 
everybody was saying the same thing, we have no 
money, we have to much on at the moment blah blah 
blah. I was starting to lose faith then one day 1 was 
playing my BLOOD SUCKING FREAKS LP and 
noticed it was on S.O.A. records in Italy so I got in 
touch with Paolo who runs S.O.A. and he loved the 
| album and said he would do the CD version for us. Yes 
I believe it will be released on vinyl next year by I 
Aborted Society Records from Seattle U.S.A. 

I What made you decide to record the album at the I 
linl2 Club with Bri DOOM? 

Mikey - We were booked into another studio originally I 


then decided to push the recording back to another 
date because we didn’t think the stuff was tight enough 
[it probably still wasn’t when we went in]. A few weeks 
later we played a gig with extinction of mankind and 
was talking to scoot about how they had just recorded 
an album at the linl2 with Bri DOOM and said we 
should do the same because he’s good. So I got scoot 
to give him a ring and sort it out I think Bri is probably 
the best person to record our stuff because I’ve been to 
shit loads of studios and they don’t have a fucking clue 
about your music or the sound you want .we didn’t 
even have to ask for anything really he new what we 
wanted sound wise and since Bri had been around and 
was involved with the whole crust thing when it started 
out I think it makes perfect sense for us to go to him. 
you can tell he cares about what he’s doing because he I 
gets wound up in the studio if he thinks something’s 
not right he will tell you and try to push you, I think 
that’s the sign of a good engineer, I hate It when ive 
been to studios in the past and you ask the engineer 
what they think about something and they just put 
there hands up in the air like I don’t know, well infact I 
don’t care, I don’t understand this music, so I’m not | 
even going to try, just hurry up and give me my money, 
the engineer should be part of die band whilst he or I 
she is working with them. Bri wouldn’t even let me use 
my own guitar pedal because he thinks the sounds 
shite, but ha ha maybe that’s just us pushing him over 
the edge ha ha it was 3 very long hot days and were a 
bunch of total drunk fuck ups. I think he was shocked 
to see so many doom patches in one room. Ha. 

Alex - As far as I’m concerned I knew from the very I 
start that Bri (DOOM) was the perfect man for the job. 
He knows the sound and everything and was very I 
helpful in the whole process. DOOM was one of the 
first bands that got me into hardcore in the first place 
so. 

Pete - To be fair it’s not like we had a long line of I 
people to choose from either!! But again DOOM was a I 

band I’d been into for years so.totally chuffed! 

Do you get to play many gigs in the UK? I know I 
youVe played a few times at the linl2 Club? Any 
gigs happening in Liverpool? 

Mikey - Well since most of our small group of fans I 
seem to be in brazil, California, and south east Asia at 
the moment ha ha so no we don’t get many gigs in the 
U.K. but I noticed its started getting better lately, the 
names starting to get around a bit We play around 
when we can. We have played London, Boston, 
Bradford, Stockport, some hellhole in Wales, a awful 
gig in Bolton were I walked off stage because the 
sound was a disgrace and my amp blow up 3 songs in 
and I lost the plot Were up in Sheffield in a few weeks 
then maybe a fest in Belfast But since non of us own a 
van or can even drive then it’s a bit of a problem. 1 
used to put on crust and hardcore gigs in Liverpool but 
I stopped because of fuck all people were turning up. I 
put on gigs for DISORDER, ATROCIOUS 
MADNESS, REMAINS OF THE DAY, TRAGEDY, 
SELFISH, SEVERED HEAD OF STATE, 

KEITZER, DIRT DOES NOT HURT, 













EXTINCTION OF MANKIND, BAIT, CAVE 
CANEM. But I think I’m going to try and start I 
something up again next year. I’ve started helping I 
bands with their tours here I got SANGRE from I 
Holland some dates and I’m helping to book f 
AUKTION from Sweden a U.K tour. Yea we love 
playing the linl2 its our favorite venue in the U.K 
were always ultra hyped up about playing Bradford 
because we always have a really good time even though 
about 3 out the 5 gigs we have played there have been 
I total disasters for us due to band brain malfunctions 
and gear going ape shit I think people should put us on 
later were not a band to be put on first on the bill we I 
need some drinks down us first that way we don’t give f 
a fuck and we play better. 

Alex - My favorite place is the 1 ini 2 as well ,all the I 
people are great there, we had lots of fun every time we 
played , London was cool as well (Poison depot) that I 
place is run by mainland European punks, maybe that I 
makes a huge lot of difference as far as organization f 
and hospitality goes. My little experience from gigs we 
played in England , were not equally good as die ones 
we played in Europe or the ones organized by I 
Europeans living in England.. 

Mel - Yeah 1 have to agree Bradford is our favorite | 
place to play. Although London was pretty good too. 
We play Liverpool occasionally but diere’s not much I 
going on here in terms of crust. We normally play a 
night called And promotions who put on a lot of street I 
punk bands or Crack Zombie who put on loads of I 


doomy metal and noisey bands. 

Kate - I’m with everyone else. Bradford is a boss place I 
to play. Not only do we always play with killer bands | 
but the atmosphere is always really welcoming. We’ve 
fucked up that many times there but the crowd is 
always sound and really patient with us. Good people. 
Your planning on playing a three week tour of I 
| Europe next year? Are you organizing the tour J 
yourselves? What countries are you hoping to play? 
Mikey - I have a few people helping me with dates 
but I’m mosdy doing it myself. Were planning on 
Holland, Germany, Poland, Czech republic, Croatia, 
Bosnia, Macedonia, Greece, Italy, Spain, and maybe a I 
few others we might go for a little over 3 weeks. We I 
can’t fucking wait to get out of this fucking country. 

Alex - I’m responsible for the Greece gigs. There are a 
few good bands that 1 have in mind to play with us like 
DEATH RATTLE, GUILTY SILENCE. And a few 
others. Also looks like the scene is somehow growing I 
again, a new generation of punks is emerging, kids are f 
forming bands even though more punk than hardcore 
I but it is always a good thing. 

Mel- I’m just leaving it to those two I’ll get told where I 
and when and turn up. 

Kate - Same here. I'll wake up in one country, play, get I 
drunk, pass out and wake up in another country. Its f 
going to be boss! Can't wait. Although 1 think we're all 
going to come back alcoholics and with liver failure! 

What’s the story behind the AFTER THE 
MASSACRE tattoo? Did you all get it done I 


together? 

Mikey -We were playing a few dates in Germany and 
after the gigs on the last day there we were sitting in a 
park in Berlin drinking a few beers looking at our 
records we had just bought from Yellow Dog Records, 
to be honest I cant remember how it got brought up, 
but Alex from Room 101 and Lies Feed The Machine 
who organized the dates for us mentioned he knew a 
tattoo artist who was cheap so I said lets all go and gpt 
tats done to celebrate our first little tour so we all went 
together and got our logo done it cost us like 15 euros 
each. Alex was the only person who didn’t get it done, 
so next tour were going to tie the fucker down whist | 
he’s drunk and tattoo PROPERTY OF A.T.M. 
IIELLCRUST NOIZE BATTALION across his head. 
Alex - I just wanted to make the difference, next time I 
will get them all banging on to heavy metal records till 
there fucking ’ dead. 

Mel - What can I say it was a good idea at the time ha 
| ha. I fucking love my tattoo branded for life. 

Pete - It’s definitely better than a barcode.... 

Kate - Fucking stuck with these bastards for life now 
init!!!! 

What bands are you currently listening to? What’s 
on your turntable at the moment?

I MAYHEM, lots of others too many to mention. 

Mel - I listen to my mp3 player everyday when I’m on I 
way home from work and think its got GLOOM, 
DISCLOSE, WORLD BURNS TO DEATH, TOOTS 
and the MAYTALS, MIESCE, THE POGUES and 
I THE RAMON ES quite a bizarre mix really. One of my 
1 favorite bands at the moment is MUGA from Japan 
they fucking kilL FROM ASHES RISE, FLASH 
GORDON, DS 13, NINE SHOCKS TERROR and | 
THE SWANKYS all fucking rock. 

Pete - This list could go on forever.... RUPTURE, I 
STRAIGHT EDGE KEGGER, RIPCIIORD, 
HERESY, WHAT HAPPENS NEXT, 
BESTIIOVEN, HUMAN BASTARD, GET IT I 
TODAY, CAPITALIST CASUALTIES, LIP CREAM, 
SIEGE, REPULSION, SARCOFAGO, IIIRAX, 9 
SHOCKS TERROR, CRIPPLE BASTARDS, | 
PROPHECY OF DOOM, DISCARD etc etc etc 
Kate — BLACK SABBATH everyday without fail. 
PHOBIA, EXTREME NOISE TERROR, 
WOLFBR1GADE, SANGRE, FILTHPACT, ACDC, 
PEACHES, HERESY OF TIIEIVES, THE BENDAL 
j INTERLUDE, BASTARD CUNT..... Fucking loads! 

I'm into loads of different types of music so it changes 
I everyday. I dj with my room mate and sister under the 
I name The Mulliner Nannies so basically our set is what 
we play in our house.

Mikey - Were back in the studio with Bri in July 2007 I 
to record our second LP and maybe a 7” some time 
soon after maybe we will do something a bit different 
for the 7“, more straight forward totally fast screaming 
raw noise, like gloom or something????, then more 
tours maybe the united states of terror who knows? 
maybe south America, maybe south east Asia but first I I 
need a job or to rob a bank. 

Kate - praccy, gigs, getting drunk, more praccy, 
smoking loadsa weed, more praccy, more gigs and shit 
loads more beer.

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DEATH FROM ABOVE began in early of 2006, 
when I was pretty bored and no band. I should make 
some noise, so when my two previous bands broke up 
(NEUROSE URBANA - 2004 and CAHOTIX - 
2005) I started to think about a new project band. As 
I’m a D-beat maniac for last eleven years my idea was 
do a real D-beat raw punk band, not these boring 
clones but in the vein of classic bands from the 80’s, 
thus I began work in this new project In first time the 
line up was to be with me (Mingau) on Guitar and 
Vocals. Thiago (ex SOCIOFOB I A) on Bass and Fofao 
(BESTHOVEN) on Drums. But in reason of distance 
and as Fofao living in other town he couldn’t come to 
Gyn-City for practise. So we invited Ratao 
(NEUROSE URBANA) to help us on drums. We did 
six songs but after some practises and two gigs, a gig in 
Gama-City (05/08/06) he gone away. Thus we call 
Hassan (SOCIOFOBIA - Drums and DESASTRE - 
Guitar) to help us on drums. We practise a lot and got 
to record six songs, plus a DISCHARGE cover for our 
demo “Lost In The War Insane” in December 2006. 
This stuff are available in Tolerante Records (USA) too. 
After the record we did a gig and the guy gone away 


too. Now we recruit Fofao to play drums again. We 
don’t practise yet but it’s no problem for us because 
our songs are pretty simple. It’s noise not music! When 
we decide to play D-beat we didn’t do a boring D-beat, 
but we are more into the classics D-beat 80’s like 
DISCARD (where we stole the name for the band, 
from “Death F'rom Above” EP 1990), DISASTER 
(UK), INCONCLAST and DIATRIBE (USA), U.B.R. 
(Yugoslavia), MG-15 (Spain), UNRULED (Canada), 
FADER WAR and BANNLYST (Norway), ANTI 
SECT demos (UK) and DISCIL\RGE. But also others 
raw punk bands from 90’s. Others influences are beer, 
vodka, cachaca, rum, cocaine, pubs, night, streets and 
these things that happen when walks around alone in 
the biggest boring city of the world. The lyrics are 
about too much different things like; lies, illusion, 
religion, government, violence, power, conspiracy and 
war too, because war still a reality around the world and 
not just war between nations, but war in our lifes in our 
day to day. Everyday people fight for survival, money, 
power, religion and war to war.

CZECH Rl-P SCIINIE REPORT 


Scene report from Bmo/Czcch Rep. 

I As a loyal long-time reader of Noise best. Aversion and 
now Agitate zine I am stoked to bring you some 
information about hardcore/punk scene in my 
hometown of Bmo, Czech Republic! 

Brno is second biggest city in Czech, situated in the I 
South-Western part of the country relatively near to 
I Slovakia’s capital Bratislava and Austria’s capital Wien. 

It has around 350.000 inhabitants and right now also 
very active local haidcore/punk scene, which I will try 
to describe here. 

Back to Eighties 
I While the first punk bands started in Czechoslovakia I 
{the name of this coutnry until 1992} already back in 
late 70’s/early 80’s, first punk bands in Bmo started in 
‘87/’88. These bands were ZEMEZLUC and VZOR | 
60 , both playing raw and rampaging punk influenced 
mostly by British “82 punk wave”. They both managed 
to record demo tapes before the 1989 regime’s change 
and played couple of mostly local gigs. On one of their 
shows VZOR 60 got accompanied on stage by Goran 
Lind from Swedish S.O.D., who sang couple of cover 
songs with them! While VZOR 60 managed to split up 
yet before the November’s 1989 “revolution” {two 
band-members immigrated from the back then 
communist country to France}, ZEMEZLUC is going 
strong until today and next year they will celebrate 20 
years of existence! Unlike many other older bands from 
the communist times ZEMEZLUC were always DIY 
to the bone, never having anything to do with major or 
semi-major bands and they still release vinyls until 
today. Their discography is huge and I will talk about 
some of their more recent releases later, just from these 
older times I would definitely recommend their very 
first LP from 1990 called “Fajn, Bezva, Prima” with 21 
basic stripped-down punk as fuck detonations and 
I great black-white artwork in total punk style. 

While VZOR 60 and ZEMEZLUC were your classic 
punk bands, already back in late 80’s there were two 
other bands playing blazing fast hardcore. INSANIA 
played ultra-fast thrashcore with many weird parts 
reminding maybe something like VOIVOD on 45 rpm. 
After an intervention from secret police in early ’89 | 
they had to stop. Their guitar player went to play with 
ROOT {who later became leading Czech black metal 
bands, check out their four-LP box set released recently 
on Nuclear War Now label from U.S.A. — it contains 
their four demo tapes recorded in 80’s), but in 1990 he 
managed to restart the band again with new name 
SKIMMED. Musically this was still the same ultra-fast 
thrash, they put out LP called “New Insanity” in 1990, 
which was probably the very first Czech DIY vinyl ever I 
released and you can also find them on “Son Of I 
Bleargh” comp. EP on Slap A Ham Records. In 1992 I 
I SKIMMED splitted up and INSANIA was re-bom, 
they are active until today playing some weird mix of I 
styles incl. punk in the vein of DEAD KENNEDYS 
and some metal experiments. The other band, S.R.K. 


started in 1988, at first playing some chaotic punk, but 
quickly speeding up to something like very basic 
version of S.O.D. {the American ones} or D.R.I. and 
finally, in the early 90’s they turned in total grind/noise 
outfit in the vein of BRIGADA DO ODIO, MEAT I 
SHITS or ANAL CUNT. They self-released their | 
debut CD “Only For Extremists” in 1990 which was 
one of the first CD’s released ever in Czech {imagine 
the horror of regular CD listeners who have bought 
this piece of raw noise!}. There are more releases — 
live/demo stuff and 2 nd CD under the new name 
SUBVERTED, the band splitted up in *92 or ’93. 

Back to Nineties 

In early/mid 90’s has the hardcore scene in Bmo 
erupted. We were lucky enough to have couple of very 
active people living here who started to organize 
foreign band’s shows and releasing first zines. 
Especially Martin from Malarie Records label (which is 
still going strong, since few years ago relocated to 
Roznov pod Radhostem and active around local D.I.Y. 
club Vrah} and zine had much to do with progression 
of the local scene. Some of the first foreign bands who 
played here were in early 90’s NAUSEA {quite good 
live recording from this show does exist}, 
YUPPICIDE, HIATUS/FLEAS AND LICE {this 
show was recorded too, HIATUS used it for their side 
of split EP w/SUBCAOS}, DIRT/HELLKRUSHER j 
or PISSED {also recorded and released as “Greatest 
Hits” LP}. Later between 1994-1997 we had something 
like “golden age” of hardcore/punk over here with 
couple of great gig spaces and tons of shows by bands 
like OI POLLOI, ACTIVE MINDS, M.D.C., 
DOOM/EXTINCTION OF MANKIND {with full 
scale riot against local Me Donald’s before thier show 
in 94 and when DOOM came here again two years 
later, there were around 800 people at this show!}, 
DROPDEAD, CORPUS VILLE, SARCASM, 
AMBUSH, FINAL WARNING, MISERY, | 
WARCOLLAPSE, DISKONTO, TUOMIOPAIVAN 
LA PS ET/TOTUUS, WOUNDED KNEE, NO 
MORE, LOS CRUDOS, BATTLE OF DISARM... 
these were great times! Back then the hardcore scene in 
Czech was heavily political with people really active in I 
animal rights, anitifascist or ecological issues and Bmo 
was on the fore-front of these fights with many 
demonstrations, blockades, benefit shows and 
confrontations with local nazis and sometimes with 
police too. There were also some attempts to squat 
{which is very difficult in Czech due to restricting 
laws} quickly finished by police intervention. 

Of course there were some active local bands in this 
period. Old punx ZEMEZLUC were still going strong, I 
releasing their 2nd LP and bunch of EP’s. LOS 
SOMMROS were super-political {antifascist, animal 
rights etc.} raw hardcore/crust band, who sadly never 
recorded anything, just bunch of live tapes do exist. 

I They were even supposed to release split EP on label 
of Otto Itkonen {of SELFISII/FORCA MACABRA 













fame}, but while DISCLOSE have recorded for it 
{these songs were later released on their picture EP on 
Distortion Rec.}, LOS SOMMROS sadly never 
managed to get their shit together. They supported 
many foreign bands who have played here and played 
few times in Germany, which was kind of “big deal” 
for Czech bands in these times! They covered songs 
from DISCHARGE, E.N.T., OI POLLOI, DOOM 
I etc., so it can give you some idea about their style. LOS 
SOMMROS were in the same ‘league” with other 
Czechoslovakian political crust bands back then - like 
HEARTLINE, CUL DE SAC or 

NONCONFORMIST but while all these other bands 
I did managed to immortalize their sound on vinyl, LOS 
SOMMROS had no such luck. In 1997 or 98 the band 
slowly died, some members became apolitical 
skinheads, some others went to new bands. One guitar 
player currently plays in MORE RAD NEWS, another 
one in ZEMEZLUC and the drummer in SEE YOU 
| IN HELL. There were two other bands with LOS 
! SOMMROS members in mid 90’s - NO PASARAN 
{strong antifascist hardcore/punk with female vocals} 
and DOGS ANTICOPS {raw punk with Otto 
Itkonen singing}, but none of them did recorded 
anything. Another band from Bmo called LAST 
WARNING was active in 1992/1994 and played 
something like twisted punk/crust, they did many gigs 
together w/LOS SOMMROS and both bands also do 
share split live tape released in just few dozen copies 


back then. PAZI SNAJPER were bunch of young 
punx who started to play melodic hardcore in mid 90’s, 
they were together until 2003 I think, but left only one 
professionally release tape behind them and one more 
recording which remains unreleased {it was mixed by 
famous ex-POST REGIMENT guitar player}, they 
have also toured Germany and Baltic countries during 
last two years of their existence. Three members are 
now in MAC GYVER. And finally my old band 
MRTVA BUDOUCNOST was active between 1994 
and 2000. In the early years we were more influenced 
by raw crusty punk, later started to play faster and 
faster in the vein of U.S. power violence and extreme 
HC bands like CAPITALIST CASUALTIES, I 
HELLNATION, INFEST, CROSSED OUT, 
SUPPRESSION etc. Three split EP’s, two split LP’s, | 
tons of compilations all over the world were released 
and we’ve toured in many European countries. Ex¬ 
members of MRTVA BUDOUCNOST {which meant ] 
“dead future” in English} were later active in 
LYCANTHROPHY, PANGS OF REMORSE, ] 
FESTA DESPERATO and SEE YOU IN HELL 
Today 

Late 90’s and early 2000’s were really shitty times for I 
hardcore/punk scene in Bmo with almost no good 
active bands, no decent gig spaces and growing I 
“apolitical skinheads” problem. New generation of 
baldheads and street punx wasn’t so much into politics, 
more into fighting and being passive and it definitely 


had some bad consequences. We had to survive this 
fucked up period until cca 21X11/2002, when great gig J 
space situated in Northern suburb of Bmo, Yacht 
Club, opened it’s gates for us and when some new 
bands and gig collectives did emerged. Up from back 
then until today looks everything totally fine! Not only 
Yacht, but 2-3 other regular spaces do exist, you can 
find around 10 active bands in Bmo and surrounding 
area, few zines and many gigs are organized here. So 
let’s have a closer look at it! 

FESTA DESPERATO is one of my currently fave 
Czech bands! They started in 2002 with different line- ] 
up and little different style {spastic raw punk in the 
vein of older Finnish bands} they released professional 
tape and did one more recording session, which still 
remains unreleased. In mid 2004 they have drastically 
changed the line-up and started to draw much more 
influence from Japanese raw punk/Portland crust The 
result is great demolition mayhem, which every true fan 
of bands like FRAMTID, ATROCIOUS MADNESS 
or DISCLOSE will enjoy! Check out their 2nd tape 
| “Zivot ve hrichu” {“Life At Sinn”} and their debut EP 
“Novy Babylon” {“New Babylon”}, you won’t be 
disappointed. Both are available from the guitar- 
player’s label Gasmask Records. FESTA is regularly 
touring all over the Czech and Slovakia and I have 
heard something about possible full LP co-released by 
Czech Phobia label and Swedish Wasted Sounds 
Records and about possible Swedish tour next ye air. 
Also their “Zivot ve hrichu” tape will be released on 
seven-inch by Nightmare Records 

{www.nightmare.cz}. 

ZEMEZLUC has suffered some period of inactivity in 
2005/2006 due to their ex-guitar-player’s departure, but I 
now they rehearse a lot in new line-up preparing for 
their 20 years anniversary show this autumn in Yacht 
Club! Their 3rd full LP should be still available {it’s 
called “System Kanibal”}, maybe also some of their last I 
EP’s and split EP’s {they have so many of them, inch 
various split EP’s w/BEERGUT 100, HANGNAIL, 
DAVOVA PSYCHOZA and LECSA PUNK, that I 
have stopped to count them!}. Brand new 10” LP was 
released recently on Ultima Ratio labeL Write to their I 
label Papagajuv Hlasatel Records {www.phr.cz}. 
ZEMEZLUC have also toured U.K. three times, so 
you are probably already familiar with them. If not, I 
they play full on-hard driving punk as fuck in typical 
Eastern-European style, check them out! 

RISPOSTA have two members of FESTA 
DESPERATO + some younger punx in its line-up, I 
they play dark and raw crust, less manic than their 
other band, but still totally devastating! Recendy they 
added 2nd guitar, which gives more variety to their I 
music. Live they also cover “Relief’ by DOOM {you 
see, DOOM are still very popular in Bmo!}. They have 
just recorded for full tape, hopefully it will be released 
soon. 

MORE BAD NEWS play sharp metallic hardcore in 
the vein of CATHARSIS, two SEE YOU IN HELL 
ex-members in the line up, one full EP and one split 
EP {w/SHEEVA YOGA} out, some European trips 


behind them as well. There was a plan for split EP 
w/ISKRA on some U.K. label, but it’s already delayed 
for so long time, that I doubt it will ever get released. 
MAC GYVER started after PAZI SNAJPER’s demise, | 
their style didn’t changed so much, ifs something like 
moodier melodic punk for the fans of SIGNAL LOST, I 
LA FRACTION or MANIFESTO JUKEBOX etc. 
Full EP out on Malarie Records, some new recordings 
are planned. Playing since 2003, but sadly not active 
very much, also due to their drummer’s involvement in I 
M.B.N. {where he sings}. 

SCARTO: when the singer Mirek left FESTA 
DESPERATO, he started two new bands and 
SCARTO is one of them. They didn’t played more than I 
10 gigs so far, but did managed to massacre the 
audiences with their brutal and fast thrash/grind with 
some crazy parts. No recordings yet. 

BASTO were another band of Mirek, this time with 
the drummer of FESTA beating the skins, their I 
existence was pretty short, only something like 13 
months, but they were so fucking great! Fast and raw I 
detonation crust with “epileptic” vocals, very 
influenced by Finnish/Japanese bands. They did few 
mini-tours around Czech w/SEE YOU IN HELL and 
it was a blast every time! Sadly the band split up in early 
2006, but they managed to record their stuff in studio, 
so hopefully we will see it released on Mirek’s Ultima 
Ratio label soon on tape or vinyL 
REAKCE NA ZMENU is new band of ex-FESTA 
DESPERATO bass-player and to me they sound like I 
early FESTA: uncompromising out of control raw HC 
attack! Short and intense songs with machine gun , 
drumming, sometimes maybe a little out of tune, but 
totally honest! I can’t wait for some recordings! 

MAD PIGS are the Brno’s street punk warriors totally 
influenced by UJC. 82 punk style and I think that they 
are very good in it! Split CD with TOM AND BOOT 
BOYS released in Japan}!}, soon there should be full 
CD on Papagajuv Hlasatel Records and vinyl EP 
released in Canada. 

NAGAIKA play some experimental dark hardcore with 
very political lyrics, they did split CDr w/MORE BAD 
NEWS and also toured together {Germany/France} 
this year, but sadly I don’t know too much about them. 
SEE YOU IN HELL is my band, we are together I 
since 1999 and did 3 split EP’s and full LP/CD 
{“Umet se prodaf’ - “Market Your Self’} till now. 
Second full LP is planned for early 2007 in cooperation 
of Insane Society and Phobia labels. After several 
European tours {incL two visits to U K. with our great I 
friends HOMO CONSUMENS in 2004 and 2005} we 
managed to tour Japan in April/May 2006, which was 
of course total blast We shared the stage with bands 
like FRAMTID, AGE, DISCLOSE, CROW, EFFIGY, I 
CONTRAST ATTITUDE, ACROSTIX, | 
GUILLOTINE TERROR, PADLOCK etc. etc. and I 
think that only other Eastem-European band who I 
managed to tour this country before us were Polish 
DEZERTER in early 90’s. Watch out for die extensive 
tour report in new Profane Existence or look at huge 
photo gallery at our website. Future plans do include I 












short Balkan tour this November and possible Brazil 
tour in 2007. Also our first LP was re-released all over 
the world on CD’s/tapes in countries like Mexico, 

I Japan, Indonesia, Croatia, Spain, Russia etc. SEE YOU 
IN HELL used to play something like chaotic emo- 
violence in the past, slowly the style turned to manic I 
and rocking raw hardcore/punk/thrash. 

Labels: Ultima Ratio label put out some great stuff in I 
recent years, but currendy is not very active, although 
there are many plans. So far the last release 
ZEMEZLUC live 10” recorded at infamous Finnish I 
Punntala Rock Best 2005, great sound and totally 
excklusive package, which you must see by yourself! 1 
think that at least SOTATILA tape and 
FOOLOCRACY LP should be out this summer, the 
first band is a bunch of crazy Finnish ultra-punk style 
fans and the second one used to play hard-driving punk 
as fuck, but are no more active. Mirek still has big 
distro and most of his older tides should be available 
for trading {SEE YOU IN HELL LP, AD 
CALENDAS GRAECAS LP, COMPL1CITE 
CANDIDE 10”}. Hhiboka Orba Records is my own 
label started already back in 1993 as tape label only. 
Later 1 co-released some MRTVA BUDOUCNOST 
and SEE YOU IN HELL vinyls and just currendy has 
joined several cooperation releases of newer Czech 
bands {in Czech there is this recent trend of like ten or 
even more small labels putting money together and 
releasing records collectively}. These new releases are 


KOBRA 11 /PRUMYSLOVA SMRT split EP, | 
STOLEN LIVES/TIME OF MY LIFE split EP, 

I FESTA DESPERATO “Navy Babylon” EP, 
LAMANT tape and MRTVA BUDOUCNOST “Best I 
| Shots 97-99” tape. I won’t bore you with further I 
descriptions, let’s just say that none of these bands play f 
emo, pop punk or mosh metal. Papagajuv Hlasatel is 
long {since early 90’s} running label with mosdy punk 
bands released, definitely worth of your attention if you 
look for stuff by ZEMEZLUC and soon also by MAD 
PIGS. 

Zincs: Since 1992 I do my Hluboka Orba zine, which I 
is now longest running hardcore/punk zine in Czech, 
25 issues out so far, issue 26 in the works, should be 
out very soon. In recent years I put out only like one 
issue per year and it looks like a book than regular zine f 
with proffesional ofset print and put together like soft- 
cover book, also with something like 150+ pages. The I 
content is still the same: D.I.Y. hardcore/punk from all 
over the globe. Ihmisia Kuolee did just two issues and 
seems to be no more, which is really sad as it was your I 
classical crust as fuck/black and white small zine with f 
great content dedicated to local shows/bands. For I 
Punx is zine put out by MAD PIGS singer dedicated f 
to 70’s/80’s punk, but recently also with some crust 
bands inside, the 2nd issue is ofset-printed and looks 
very nice. Smrt is brand-new “cut and paste” chaotic 
layout zine by FESTA DESPERATO/RISPOSTA | 
bass-player, dedicated to raw punk! 



Various gig collectives do currently operate in I 
Brno, I will talk about the main ones. Loser Crew I 
started in early 2000’s and so far have booked dozens f 
and dozens of shows, mostly in Yacht Qub. They are I 
more oriented towards emo/folk-punk/metal HC etc., I 
but not exclusively. They did gigs for bands like 
CHILDREN OF FALL, ENDSTAND, 
LEATTI ERF ACE, AMANDA WOODWARD, WITH 
LOVE, AGAINST ME, REMAINS OF THE DAY 
and many more. United Crusties started in 2003 
originally with people from SEE YOU IN HELL and 
FESTA DESPERATO and with {almost} strict raw 
punk/crust and thrash direction. We did shows for 
| NINE SHOCKS TERROR, BORN DEAD ICONS, 
SEVERED HEAD OF STATE, MUNICIPAL 
I WASTE, SICK TERROR, SOCIAL CHAOS, MIGRA 
| VIOLENTA, RUIDOSA INMUNDICIA, BORN 
| DEAD, FUCKED UP, AFTERBIRTH, CATHETER, I 


STROHSACKE, DISTRESS {from Russia!} or BURY 
THE LIVING. Every December we also organize 
annual “Killed By Brno Fest”. Most of our gigs are 
organized in Yacht Qub, but sometimes we use also 
| our rehearsal room, which can host 30-40 people only, 
but the gigs are pretty crazy there. Recently we’ve 
suffered some drastic decrease of attendance on our 
shows, so future doesn’t look so bright, but I think we 
will somehow manage to continue, maybe with some 
I short break from these activities or by moving more 
to our rehearsal space. We will see. Some other I 
I shows are organized by Radio Bufera collective, 
sometimes also FESTA DESPERATO guys do 
something separately in Mydlo pub, which is another 
space for live shows, but restricted by curfew set to 
22:00 and also by very tiny room, where the sound 
sometimes suffer due to low ceiling. There is small 
village near Brno called Prisnotice, punx from FESTA 
and RISPOSTA organize there small festivals in local 
desecrated village hall, these are pretty wild events! 

Politics: Crazy 90’s with many demonstrations, 
blockades and street confrontations are definitely over. 

[ The only activity which could be described as I 
somewhat “radical” is the regular Food Not Bombs 
action giving out free vegetarian meal to homeless 
people twice in a month. There are few official 
ecological/human rights NGOs doing some pretty 
good stuff, but 1 am afraid that these are not really 
connected to local hardcore/punk scene. In fact I hold | 
very reserv ed opinions towards radical politics among 
young people of today and different subcultures in 
general. It looks like there is nothing to fight for and 
nothing to fight against in Czech in 2006. Seems that 
there are many new opportunities for young people 
{like studying, working or traveling in foreign 
countries, sitting all the day on your ass in front of 
computer making new friends on myspace.com etc.}, ' 
who just don’t want to waste their time or energy 
demonstrating, picketing or for some other activities. 
Sad but true. 

But I don’t want to end up on depressing note... Brno 
is right now definitely the hot-bed of good crust as fuck 
bands, local shows are still pretty crazy and you should 
definitely check come here to check it out by yourself! 
Don’t forget the scene in “not so popular” parts of the 
world {I know, we are no Portland or Scandinavia, but 
still we are able to burst out some raw noise!}, 
communicate, trade records, get in touch!

This has a great old 
school Italian feel to it with plenty of catchy guitar 
riffing which keeps the album interesting.

Kate’s doomed grunts have got to be 
some of the deepest guttural vocals I’ve heard 
complimented nicley by Mel’s fucking harsh screams 
from the gutter. The recording on the album sounds 
I great really capturing the power and intensity of the 
band, mixed and mastered by Bri DOOM at the linl2 
Club.
